Letter from a gentleman of Natchez to a La- 


dy of Cincinnati. 


NATCBEZ, April7th, 1828. 


'•This letter will be handed toyou by a ve- 


ry extraordinary personage-no less than your 
old acquaintance Prince, (or Ibrahim,) who 
is now FUBE, and oh his way to his own coun- 
try ; where he was captared in battle, nearly 
forty years ago, and has been in slavery near-
